TRY BURGLARY: He 
KILLED IN FLIGHT 


and Only One of Three Oc- 
cupants Survives. 


TWO CAPTURED IN STORE 


Man and His Wife at Floris- 
sant, Mo., Both Unarmed, 
Hold Men Prisoners. 


Three young men, sobering up in the 
Clayton jail today, had only a hazy 
recollection of a tragic joyride which 
started in St. Loul- at G— and Eas- 
ton avenues and ended in Florissant,‘ 
15 miles northwest of the city early yes- 
when they were arrested as 
burglars and their two companions 
into Coldwater Creek in an

automobile and were killed. 

They blamed the exploit on drink and 
said all the members of the party were 
intoxicated when the car entered Floris- 
sunt after a wild night ride. All said 
tte attempted burglary was their first 


crime. The ride, they said, was planned 
by young men who “hung out” around 
Grand and Easton avenues. 


The men killed were Harry Walsh, & 
years old, of 31 Thomas street and Wil- 
liam Beckmann, 32, 3449 Madison street. 
With William B. w'Gorman of 331

Hecht is a salesman for the Boeck- 
eler Lumber Co. He and his wife and 
small child live in three rooms in the 
rear of the hardware store. Three 
members of the party drové away in 
the automotile when Hecht surprised 
the burglars. 

The machine .crashed through, the 
wooden railing of a bridge, which is at 
a jog in the road, and went into the 
créek. Walsh and Beckmann were p 
ioned under it. O'Gorman waded from 
the creek and was arrested by Consta+ 
ble John Miller when he wandered back, 
dazed, to the hardware store where Rob- 
inson and Brown were being held pris- 
oners. 

The automobile, a Ford touring car, 
was identified as the property of Paul 
Morse of 1012 Clarendon avenue. It was 
stolen from Grand avenue and Morgan 
street about 8:30 p. m. Saturday. 

Beginuning of the Joyride. 

The combination joyride and burglary 
exredition started from Grand and Eas- 
ton avenues about 9:0 p. m. Saturday, 
according to O’Gorman's account. The 
driver of the car was Harry Walch, who 
was a clerk in a downtown department 
store. Walsh and Beckmann drove up 
at Grand and Easton avenues and there 
met Robinson, O’Gorman and Brown, 
with whom they were slightly ac- 
quainted. The men had several drinks 
at saloons in the neighborhood. — 

Walsh and Beckmann invited the 
other three to accompany them on a 
joyride into the county. O'Gorman said 
that on the way out they stopped at 
several places and had more drinks 
and all were intoxicated when they ap- 
proached Florissant. 

The suggestion that they commit a 
robbery was made on 
O’Gorman said. At the hardware ctore 
they broke a glas panel in the wide. 
The panel was painted green and they 
thought it was tin. When the falling 
glass made a noise they ran from the 
store ana hid, buf when they saw that 
the noise haa not aroused anyone they 
returned to the store. Walsh and Beck- 
mann remained outside in the automo- 
bile, while the three others entered the 
store. 

A door leads to the store from the 
kitchen. Hecht was awakened by a 
noise in the store about 1:0 a. m. It 
developed later that one of the burglars. 
had knocked over a ladder. With the 
flash lamp in his hand, Hecht entered 
the store. As he did so a man ran past 
him and went out through a side door 
which the burglars bad broken to get 
into the store. 
Behind a counter near the front of the 
store he saw two men. his 
flashlight in their faces, he commanded 
them to throw up their hands, telling 
them he would shoot if they did not 
obey...

@ just regard for the opinion of mankind to say that so far as our partici- 
pations in guarantees of future peace is concerned, it makes a great deal 
- of difference in what way and upon what terms it is ended. The treaties 
' and agreements which bring it to an end must embody terms which will 
create & peace that is worth guaranteeing and preserving, a peace that will 
win the approval of mankind; not merely a peace that will serve the several 
' interests and immediate aims of the nations engaged. “We shal] have no 
voice in determining what those terms shall be, but we shall, I feel sure, 
' have a voice in determining whether they shall be made lasting or not by 
the guarantees of a universal covenant and our judgment upon what is fun- 
- damental and as a condition precedent to permanency should be spoken now, 
not afterwards, when it may be too late.

„And there is a deeper thing involved than even equality of right among 
organized nations. No peace can last, or ought to last, which does not ree- 
ognize and aecept the principle that governments derive all their just powers 
from the consent of the governed, and that no right anywhere exists to hand 
peoples about from sovereignty to sovereignty as if they were property. I 
take it foregranted, for instance, if I may venture upon a single example, 
that statesmen everywhere are agreed that there should be a united,independent 
and antonomous Poland and that henceforth the inviolable security of life, 
of worship and of industrial and social development should be guaranteed to 
all peoples who have lived hitherto under the power of governments devoted 
to a faith and purpose hostile to their own. 


J speak of this not because of any deside to exalt an abstract politi- 
cal principle which always has been very dear to those who have sought 
to build up liberty in America, but for the same reason that I have spoken 
of the other conditions of peace which seem to me clearly indispensable 
because I wish frankly to uncover realities. Any peace which does not ree- 
ognize and accept this principle will inevitably be upset. It will not rest 
upon the affections or the convictions of mankind. The ferment of spirit 
of whole populations will fight’ subtly and constantly against it and the 
world will sympathize. The world can be at peace only of its life is stable 
and there can be no stability where the will is in rebellion, where there is 
no tranquillity of spirit and a sense of justice and freedom and right. 

80 far as practicable, moreover, every great people now struggling 
towards a full development of its resources, and of its powers should be 
assured a direct outlet to the great highways of the sea. Where this cannot 
be done by the cession of territory it can no doubt be done by the neu- 
tralization of direct rights of way under the general guarantee which will 
assure the peace self. With a right comity of arrangement no nation need 
be shut away fio. free access to the open paths of the world’s commerce.

The freedom of the seas is the sine qua non of peace, equality and co- 
operation. No doubt a somewhat radical reconsideration of many of the 
rules of international practice hitherto sought to be established may be 
necessary in order to make the seas indeed free and common in practically 
all circumstances for the use of mankind, but the motive for such changes 
is convincing and compelling. There can be no trust or intimacy between 
the peoples of the world without them.

Shortly afterward Policemen Juelich, 
Collard and McKenna noticed three men 
in front of the drug store of John 
S’Renco, at Garrison and Washington 
avenues. They heard one say, Jiggers, 
the cops!“ and the three ran around 
on Garrison avenue. Following them, 
the policemen saw them get away in 
a Ford automobile which had been 
stopped on Garrison avenue. The of- 
ficers impressed a passing automobile 
and gave chase, firing at the fleeing 
suspects, who returned the fire. 

The chase led south to Chouteau ave- 
nue and after circling several blocks 
in the vicinity of the railroad yards, 
the men threw the officers off the trail.

Pernambuco Hears British Cruis- 
er Glasgow Destroyed Ship 
Thought to Be Vineta. 


By Associated Press. 
BUENOS AIRES, Argentine, Jan. 22.— 


La Prensa. publishes a dispatch from 
Rio Janeiro saying that, according to 
a cablegram received at Pérnambuco, 
the British cruiser Glasgow has sunk @ 
German commerce raider, 130 miles off 
Para. No details are given. 


NEW YORK, Jan. an. 22 22.—The Herald to- 
day prints the following: 

“Pernambuco, Sunday—The Prussian 
commerce raider, believed to be the 
Vineta, which Las wrought havoc with 
allied shipping in the last few weeks 
in the South Atlantic, particularly off 
the Brazilian coast, has been sunk by 
the British cruiser Glasgow, 130 miles 
off Para (Northern Brazil), ac- 
cording to a generally accepted report 
received here. Although the report is 
not officially confirmed, previous reports 
of the raider’s position caused the news 
to be regarded as authentic.” 


United States Asks Germany If Any 
Americans Are Among Yarrew- 
dale Prisoners. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 22.—Inquiry has 
been made of Germany as to whether 
there were any Americans among the 
108 neutral sailors brought in as pris- 
oners of war on the German prize Far- 
rowdale, for having taxen pay on armed 
merchantmen. The inquiry was made 
entirely on press reports, and not to any 
official information which has come to 

the State Department. 

Officials admit that the armed ship, 
issue is at the root of the whole ques- 
tion.. The views of this country and 
Germany appear widely divergent. Each 
Case, Officials say, must be decided en- 
tirely on its own merits, but out of all 
the difficulties that have recently 
arisen it is belleved it may be possible 
to enunciate some general rule. It is 
Stated, however, that no definite pro- 
gram has yet been drawn up. 

The mere fact that some of the sunk- 
en vessels were permitted to sail as 
merchantmen from American points is 
regarded as prima facie but not final 
evidence of their peaceful status. The 
Status of sailors captured on an armed 
Ship after purely defensive resistance 
is very undecided. As there is no sim- 
ilar case, great care must be shown in 
the handling of the difficulty.

The play is boldly’ imaginative, a fab- 
ric of fairy loré. and Oriental romance. 
The Fairy of Goodness, the Witch of 
Evil, the Sultan and his court, the sea 
nymphs and mermaids are so portrayei 
as to recall the tales of childhood and 
to add new beauties to them. 

The Star’s Limitations. 

Such shortcomings ag the production 
has are due to the limitations of its star, 
Annette Kellermann. This shapely 
young person is enjoying a vogue which 
makes the present almost the. Keller- 


mann age, and it may be rash to sus 
gest that there are any requirements to} 
which she ig not equal. But, in play- 
ing the title role of A Daughter of die 
Gods, she remains just Annette Kel- 
lermann, remarkable swimmer and pos- 
sessc of a body which she exhibits, not 
meretriciously, bu: with the evident be- 
lief that it is worth seeing, and with 
an evident purpose that it shall be seen. 
Her face hag not a trace of spiritual 
beauty. It is the rather hard face.of 
one who has accustomed herself t 
meeting the gaze of persons, not always 
lofty minded or artistically prompted, <o 
whom she has displayed her physical 
attractions. For this reason, and be- 
Cause the Prince Charming of tho play 
is facially unadapted to his part, the 
love scenes are wholly unconvincing, and 
the admiration which she wins is not 
attended by sympathy, in the hardships 
through which th. story takes her. 

A line from Tennyson’s Dream of 
Fair Women” heralds her appearance 
on the screen. The line is, A daugn- 
ter of the gods, divinely tall and most 
divinely fair.“ Nearly every writer 
Who has reviewed the film thus far has 
suggested that the word bare“ be sub- 
stituted for ‘‘fair,"’ and the suggestion is 
handed on here for what it is worth. 

She first appears in a sea shell, fol- 
lowing a precedent established by Ve. 
rus, who was the Annette Kellermann 
of classical mythology. No one expects 
a goddess, rising from the foam, to de 
wearing an opera cloak or a bridge- 
party costume. This one doesn't wear 
anything but the hair of her head, and 
she lands in the Sultan’s domain with- 
out having supplied this lack of cloth- 
ing. The pictures here are brief but 
frequent ‘‘flashes.”” The subjects who 
find her throw garments about her, but 
not quite enough to go round, and in 
this condition she passes through the 
Siave market to the ruler’s harem. The 
Prince, who is really not the Sultan’s 
son at all, but is himself a product of 
the sea, a reincarnated bird spirit, loves 
the captive, and becomes estranged from 
the Sultan, while Anitia, the daughter 
of the gods, is placed in a tower. 

A Beautiful Iliasion. 

She escapes from the tower, and fron) 
the Sultan, by a wonderful leap into 4 
dangerous sea, and is pursued by the 
fleetest swirniners, who at length cap- 
ture her as a shark drives her back to- 
ward them. Next, she is thrown to the 
crocodiles, and here one of the most 
beautiful Illusions ever placed on the 
screen is shown. As she falls in the 
midst of the greedy crocodiles, the Fairy 
of Goodness changes them to swans, 
which circle in stately and protecting 
fashion about her. Persecution contin- 
ues, and Anitia is driven to the gnome 
kingdom. 

Gnomes are little people who have 
never been young, just as fairies are 
little people who never grow old. These 
gromes live in a remarkably scenic 
country, with a waterfall near their vil- 
lage. Anitia wins their favor, after the 
Witch of Badness has caused the little 
people to give her a bad reception at the 
outset, and she gives them lessons in 
diving. Soon she hears that her Prince 
ts tied, for her sake, to a rock in the 
ocean, and with the aid of the Fairy 
of Goodness, ghe marshals the gnomes 
into a host which is suddenly turned 
into an army of valiant warriors, with 
her as their Joan of Arc. They storm 
the Sultan's city, but the Prince has 
meantime been rescued, and is leading 
the force which meets the attack. He 
kills Anitia, before learning who she is, 
and the host, deprived of its leader, be- 
comes a fleeing horde of gnomes. The 
Prince meets his fate soon afterward, 
and his spirit and that of Anitia, rep- 
resented in very definite bodily form, 
are joined in another existence, which 
is their third, as both were birds at the 
beginning of the picture-story. 

Other Films Recalled. 

The aquatic scenes, with their mer- 
maids, mer-kiddies and nymphs, dancing 
in the evening shadows, are an amplifi- 
cation of the Neptune's Daughter’’ pic- 
ture in which Miss Kellermann was for- 


gnomes, who wear the cross as a badge 
in their attack on the Sultan’s army, 
2 very reminiscent of the ride of the 

u-Klux Klan in The Birth of a Na- 
tion.“ The wall-scaling warfare, which 
ends in the burning of the Sultan’s city, 
suggests the similar scene in Cabiria.“ 
Besides the Sultan’s city, which 
looks like the concessions street of 
a World's Fair, several unusyal set- 
tings are shown, one of them being the 
interior of the Temple of Evil, where 
the witches gather. The navy is also 
a striking display. The film was made 
in Jamaica. and the characteristics of 
the West Indian native blacks appear 
amusingly in the swimming race and 
in the gnome scenes. 

The unusual bodily display is kept 
from being offensive, in some scenes, 
by the quality of the story, and by the 
quickness of the flashes, the picture be- 
ing removed just as one is beginning te 
look at it. There is a swimming scene, 
however, which is not necessary, and 
which invites objection. The harem 
bathing scene is also overdone in this 
respect. The best of the supporting cast 
are Hal de Forest, with a finely er- 
pressive face, in the role of the Sultan, 
Henrietta Gilbert in the idealized part 
of the Fairy of Goodness, and two child

The Post-Dispatch warns Gov. Gardner against 
the reported conspiracy of legislative leaders to 
trade legislation for patronage. Grave danger to 
his administration lurks in the scheme. 

Gov. Gardner has urged the Legislature to do 
merely what it should do—rehabilitate the 
finances of the State, reorganize the prison and 
eleemosynary systems on efficient and economical 
lines, create a State Highway Commission with a 
satisfactory good roads law, pass a workmen’s 
compensation act and submit the question of 
framing a new Constitution to the people. 

It is the duty of the Democratic majority in the 
Legislature to do the things Gov. Gardner urges. 
They are necessary to the progress of the State 
and the welfare of the people. If the Legislature 
does not fairly and fully meet the expectations 
and demands of the people and the needs of the 
State by passing satisfactory laws on these sub- 
jects, the Democratic party will deserve rebuke 
and defeat. We believe that the voters of the 
State who have reluctantly given the party an- 
other tria] will repudiate it if the party major- 
ity falls short of its duty. 

If the Democratic majority in the Legislature 
fails to meet the State’s emergency it will wreck 
the party.

He will save his administration from 
the spoilemen and office jobbers. 

The Governor’s appointment of former Lieu- 
tenant-Governor Painter to the wardenship of the 
penitentiary was a mistake. It was a political 
appointment—a sop to the legislative holdups. 
More mistakes of that kind, more sops to the 
spoils conspiracy will be fatal. He will find him- 
self bound hand and foot in the service of the 
men who put personal gain above public welfare. 
His opportunity to give the people a strong, ef- 
ficient, useful administration will vanish. He will 
be a cog in the spoils machine. 
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THE BRIDGE’S COMING TEST. 

When a new street is opened or an old one ex- 
tended under public auspices in a congested cen 
ter—such a street, for instance, as the Kingsway, 
created at a cost of millions in an important sec- 
tion of London—the best test of the necessity of 
the improvement is the volume of traffic found 
to utilize the thoroughfare after the conveniences 
it supplies have had time to be appreciated. 

It will be interesting to see how this test works 

out as applied to the free bridge. The time when 
its benefits are about to be realized was the in- 
opportune time chosen by Alderman Gregory for 
a remarkable statement the other day, expressing 
regret that he had voted for the bridge's con- 
struction. 
The structure will not be used by any consid- 
erable number unless there is advantage in using 
it. If the minority, now dwindled to negligible 
proportions, to which Alderman Gregory belongs, 
go out on the bridge six months or a year from 
now and find it a jostling, crowded artery of 
traffic, they will have sufficient proof of the 
city’s great wisdom in building the bridge. Every- 
one using it will be a witness to a want filled, to 
the undeniable profit in such use. 

And it must be remembered that provision for 
ordinary street traffic was subordinated among 
the purposes with which this magnificent new 
thoroughfare was created. It makes St. Louis a 
free city in the world of steam transport. It is 
a long finger pointing to a future hub in electric 
transport. ; 

It means so much that a representation of it 
might worthily be put on the designs of seals and 
coats of arms, not merely as an extraordinary 
costly work of ingenious artificers, in whose 
work pride is to be felt, but as typifying concep- 
tions and transitions likely to have a profound 
influence on St. Louis destinies. 
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FROM THE MOUTHS OF BABES. 
Hungarian Food Director Baron Kurthy, in the 
Budapest Hirlap, explains Austro-Hungarian food 
conditions to be “infinitely worse“ than the food 
conditions of Germany, because of lack of or- 
ganization. He states bluntly: 


Austro-Hungary will have to do something 
to tide over next year, for the food in sight 
today (Deo. 16) is not one-seventh part of 
what the country will need till June of next 
‘year (1917). There are two ways of getting 
the needed food: First, from Rumania, if Ger- 
many will divide with us, and if there is any 
to be divided; second, by requisition. We all 
know that the farmers are not honest with 
the city folks, and have stores buried here 
and there, and will not give them up until 
they are forced. We shall have to force them, 
if we must requisition under penalty of cut- 
ting off the bread and milk tickets. When 
we take the food from the babies the hoards 
will come out of their hiding places, I am 
sure, 


As a matter of fact this requisition is already 
in full process and the penalty for refusing is 
openly added, no more bread and milk for your 
babies unless we get what we want. Thus, 
according to the Hirlap, the city of Debreczin 
has been assessed 200 wagonloads of grain, beets, 
carrots, etc., and the Department Hajden 300 
Wagonloads of food. Officers in uniform pass 
from house to house and personally examine back 
yards and fields for dugouts and caches. When 
there is no food forthcoming in a given house, 
the tickets are collected and torn before the eyes 
of the residents, which signifies that that house- 
hold can no more get food supplies from the com- 


On the eve of St. Sylvester (Dec. 30), according 
to the Budapest papers, there was a riot in Buda- 
pest—a food riot—which was not confined to the 
lower classes, but included the wealthiest. It 


was caused by the scarcity of ducks and chick-

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ENT’S MISTAKE. 
e of Dr. Cary T. 
Grayson to be medical director of the navy, with 
the rank of Admiral, is a mistake. The President 
owes it to the navy, to himself and to Dr. Gray- 
son to recall the nomination. | 

Nobody will question Dr. Grayson’s fitness for 
the place to which the President has named him, 
but to appoint him over the heads of 114 able 
and experienced officers of the medical corps who 
are his seniors is to return to the regime of ex- 
ecutive favoritism which did so much to demoral- 
ize both branches of the service during the Roos-- 
velt administrations. 

However able Dr. Grayson may be, he was not 
promoted over 114 of his seniors because of 
transcendent talents. He was appointed because 
he was the friend and medical adviser of the Pres- 
ident, who is warmly attached to him and who de- 
sired to show his appreciation. The nomination 
is a reward not for what Dr. Grayson has done in 
the line of official duties, but as a reward for 
what he has done for Woodrow Wilson. The case 
is made worse by the fact that promotion by 
senority has been set aside in the navy in favor 
of promotion by selection; but it was never con- 
templated, that the selection should be made on 
personal favor. In consequence, the Grayson nom- 
ination, if confirmed by the Senate, must inevita- 
bly demoralize the service from top to bottom. 
There can be no confidence hereafter in the prin- 
ciple of selection and every officer will have a 
right to feel that his advancement depends upon 
the personal influence that he wields at the 
White House or in quarters that command favor 
at the White House. 

President Wilson has blundered by allowing his 
heart to control his head in an appointment which 
should have been made solely with a view to its 
effect upon the navy as a whole. The best way 
out is for him to confess his mistake by with- 
drawing the nomination and selecting a medical 
director from among the men who have grown 
gray in the service and have fairly earned such 
signal promotion. Even Dr. Grayson himself 
cannot be altogether comfortable when he con- 
siders the 114 senior colleagues whose claims have 
been disregarded in order to give him the rank of 
Rear Admiral. 
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SENATOR COOK’S PRISON BILL. 
Senator Cook has issued a public defense of his 
bill providing for a surrender of ground gained 
and a step backward to the contract plan of em- 
ploying convicts. 


poses his bill because it would compel them to 
pay an increase to $1 a day for each convict is 
open to grave doubt. Such an increase would only 
be proportional to the larger costs of prison main- 
tenatce and the sharp advance in the wages of 
free labor. 

At the higher prices now obtainable for the 
products of prison labor, as well as the products of 
other labor, the bill would still give safe oppor- 
tunity for the huge profits on which the con- 
tractors have fattened in the past. 

The Senator’s defiance to the public opinion of 
the State should be promptly accepted. The fight 
between him and a few beneficiaries of the private 
exploitation of convicts, on one side, and an 
overwhelming sentiment unalterably opposed to 
the contract system on the other will enable us 
to judge of the responsiveness of officialdom in 
Missouri. 

His description of his bill as an effort to “reach 
some rational solution of the embarrassing finan- 
cial conditions confronting the State and also to 
better the condition of the State convicts” is a 
rare piece of insolent irony. 

He says that under the old contract system the 
penitentiary would now be self-supporting, where- 
as a deficit is being piled up. With an efficient 
business management and a really rational solu- 
tion, the convicts would be able, not merely to pay 
for their bare subsistence, but procure for State 
uses some portion of the enormous earnings that 
have enriched contractors in incredibly short 
periods. 

Fortunately—and in large part because of pre- 
cisely just such floutings of the public desire by 
the Cook type of officials in the past—we have 
the referendum and the initiative as safeguards 
against betrayals of trust in this matter. 
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“Coming across” is at last an easy matter for 
both IIlinoisans and Missourians.

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OME * ago there appeared on 
this page an interview with the 
manager of a large New York 

store, on the subject of buying goods 
and then returning them. It was 
stated that one out of every three 
articles sold in the average shop 
was returned for exchange or credit. 
This results in a loss to the store 
which is generally made up by in- 
creases in the prices of other articles, 
so that the woman who does not buy 
goods and return them must pay for 
the habit of the woman who does. 


This question is nowſbeing agitated 
in the department stores and other 
shops of large cities all through the 
United States. In discussing the mat- 
ter recently, an executive of a depart- 


ment store in Buffalo announced that 
the majority of customers who have 
abused the privilege of returning mer- 
chandise have been those who had 
charge accounts. He added that more 
than 30 per cent of the merchandise 
sold to customers who have charge 
accounts at the various stores has 
teen returned for credit. 

“While this may seem a large per- 
centage, it, is nevertheless true, for 
many of the large department and 
dry goods stores affiliated with the 
Buffalo Retail Merchants’ Association, 
which ts trying to abolish this evil, 
have investigatec the extent to which 
the privilege has been abused, and 
the result of the\investigation placed 
the bulk of ths responsibility on cus- 
tomers who maintain charge ac- 
counts. 

“There ie a certain degree of care- 
lessness among shoppers who have 
charge accounts at the various retail 
stores. Those who buy for cash are 
usually certain that what they are 
tuying is what they need, so there 18 
no necessity to return it and get their 
money back, or to exchange it for 
something else within a few days. 
Those who have the merchandise 
charged to their accounts are under 
the impression that so long as it is 
not paid for the store will be glad to 
credit it when it Is returned to stock. 

“This abuse costs Buffalo retail 
merchants tens of thousands of dol- 
lars every year. It means duplication 
of handling, besides having the mer- 
chandise out of stock, and ofttimes it 
is returned in an unsalable condi- 
tion.” 

The Consumers’ League of Buffalo 
hae recently sent a communication to 
the officers of the Retail Merchants’ 
Association, commending the action

“Before asking that merchandise be 
sent home on approval, ask yourself 
these questions and give them honest 
answers: 


“Have I a moral right to make 
others pay for my indecision? 

“Why can I not decide about this 
purchase here in the store just as 
well as at home? 


“Can I keep these goods with less 
inconvenience and hardship than the 
return of them would be to others? 

“Learn to be decisive, and before 
purchasing an article decide upon its 
desirability.”
